The first contingent to arrive in 
Miami at dawn this morning was 
from Orlando. The troop train which 
left Jacksonville laßt night did not 
arrive in Miami until 1 o'clock. 

Martial law protably will be main- 
tained for a week or ten days, or un- 
til something near normal conditions 
can be re-established in the stricken 
towns. 

Dade county is without water and 
without electricity. But all parts of 
the State are rushing relief in the 
form of food, water, clothing and 
medical supplies. 

Every car entering the devastated 
region ts challenged and is refused 
admission unless its occupants have 
legitimate business therein. Every car 
leaving the shattered area is inspected 
to prevent the escape on looters or 
other lawless persons.

Wa- 
ter and debris filled every street and 
in the hotels and buildings of all 
kinds in the greater portion of the 
city, the water stood well over my 
shoe tops. Tall lamp posts in the 
streets were blown down or crumpled 
over. Broken glass business signs lit- 
tered the streets. 

“The force of the wind was awful. 
Outside our windows we could see 
the largest limbs of great split 
and in a moment lay a mass of splin- 
tered wood. 

“Along the water front the damage 
was fearful. many boats being 
smashed to bits by the force of the 
wind and waves. It was an awful 
sight from beginning to end. In 
many of the hotels ‘and homes the 
pecple did not go to bed at all Sat- 
urday night, but stayed awake to be 
ready to meet any emergency. 

“When dawn came Sunday morn- 
ing it showed the wind still strong, 
the sky overcast with swift-flying 
clouds and the whole city a torn and 
wrenched shambies, bearing little 
semblance to its former beauty.“

REMAIN STEADY 


Production in August Gains 
as Surplus Increases

Domestic Consumption Also 
Reported Much Higher

There has been no material change 
in the copper market, the price re- 
maining at 14 3-8 to 144% with no 
evidence of movement in either d- 
rection. While the August statistics 
were excellent in that they showed 
a considerably increased domestic 
consumption, production Jumped up 
to a still larger amount, and the 
result was that the surplus in- 
creased almost 2000 tons. 

The August copper production for 
North and South America twtaied 
121,492 tons, higher than any month 
im recent copper history, and, in 
addition, scrap copper showed a ton- 
nage of 7433 tons, about 3000 tons 
more than is usually produced ip any 
one month. This made a total pro- 
duction of 128,925 tons, or 10,000 tons 
greater than durin the month of 
July. 

March, 1926, marked the 
high spot and the production during 
the month was but 121,798 tons. The 
daily rate of production during 
August was 4159 tons, about 300 tom 
a day greater than the previous 
month. This situation rather dis- 
courages the idea of a continuing in- 
crease in the metal price, for the buy- 
ers can see more copper in sight and 
well afford to wait.
